The Bird of Dawning H 

Oiristmas Day, a day of celebration throughout the 
Christian world, of turkey and stuffing, roast goose and 
plum pudding, and, above all, a day of rejoicing over the 
bkrth of Jesus Chiik. 

But it wasn’t always thus. Long before the shepherds 
saw the great star shining in the sky, the 25th of Decern- 
ber marked the great feast of Saturn—the winter solstice— 
to the ancient Romans. HZ 

Even in the United States, it wasn't until the last half 
of the 19th century that the observance of Christmas was ■RW 
generally accepted, even in the church. 

In 1659, the Puritans banned Christmas as a "pagan 
outlaw.” 

“TTule gaiety and feasting so irked the solemn pillars 
of the church,” declared William Warren Sweet, University 
of Chicago church historian, “that they passed a law in 
the general court of the colony of Massachusetts saying: 

“ ‘Whosover shall be found observing any such day 
as Christmas or the like, either by forbearing of labor, 
feasting or any other way, as a festival, shall be fined 
five shillings’." 

Shortly after the Civil War, a Prebyterian Church 
publication objected to the observance of Christmas on 
the ground that no evidence existed to e.xactly establish 
the date of Christ’s birth and that there was nothing in 
the Bible to indicate that Christ’s birthday should be 
celebrated. 

It wasn’t until about 18S0 that Christian churches 
began to change their attitude. Christmas advertisements 
made their appearance and Christmas poems and edito- 
rials were published. 

But Dec. 25, whether celebrated as the birth of Christ 
or as a pagan holiday, has generally been observed 
throughout history as a time of peace on earth, good will 
toward men. IHH
